The manner and form of Pro- 
ceedings at the: Aflizes, and 
General Gaol Dclivery hol- 
den by his Majcities Juſtices, 
according to the Laws and 
Cuſtoms of the Realm. 


Hat Juſtice may twice every year be 
derived to the people, in their fe- 
veral Countries, for their great 
eaſe and benefit, the King doth in 

every Hillary and Trinity Term aſſign his 
Juſtices and Barons of his Courts at Weſt- 
minſter, to take Aſſizes Jurates and Certeft- 


cates in every County in his Realm, except 423, 424 


Middleſex, where his Courts of Record do 
ſit, and where his Courts for his County Pa- 
latines be held. 

Two of them in the Counties of Hert- 
ford, Efjex, Kent, Safſex, and Surry. 

Two others in the Counties of Southamp- 
ton, Wiltes, Dorſet, Devon, Cornwall, and 
Somerſer. 

Two others in the Counties of Oxford, 
Worceſter, Stafford, Salop, Hereford, Mon” 
#10uth, Gloceſter, and Berks. 
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Two others in the Counties of Norfolk 
Suffolk, Cambridge, Huntingdon, Bedford, and 
Bucksngham, 

Two others in the Counties of ' Warwick , 
Leicefter, Derby, Nottiagham, Lincoln, Kut- 
land, and Northampton, 

And twoothersin every Trinity Term in 
the Counties of Tort, Northumberland, Cum- 
berland, Weſtmerland, and Lancaſter ;, but in 
cvery H:llwry Term, two only for the Coun- 
ties of York, and Lancaster, 

The Biſhoprick of Durham is omitted out 
of the Northern Circuit, for that ?tis a 
County Palatine, but the King inevery Tr:- 
yity Term grants a Warrant to the Biſhop 
of that Dioceſs to iſſue out like Commil- 
{tons to the Judges appointed to ride that 
Circuit for that County, as the King grants 
to his Judges in other Counties. 

In every H:liary and Trinity Term the Ju- 
ſtices of both Benches, and the Barons of 

the Exchequer, do aſſemble together In Ser- 
4eants Inn, to chooletheir Circuits, where 
the Lord Chief Jultice makes his firſt choice, 
then the Lord Chiet Juſtice of the Common 
Pleas, then the Lord Chief Baron of the 


Exchequer, and then the other Judges do in

Then ſhall the Clerk of the Peace croſs 
all thoſe Bills, upon which the Grand Jury 
have indorſed Tgnoramw, with their Pen ; 
and files them apart by them ſelves; and 
then hles up the Bills which are found true, 
upon another File, with the Calender 
and Precept for ſummoning the Seſlions, 
formerly returned tothe Sheriff; that be- 
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ing orderly done, and the Goaler having 
brought the Priſoners into the Hall, the 
Clerk of the Peace ſhall direCt the Cryer to 
make Proclamation, and fay after him , 
thus ; 

Flu Majeſty's Tuſtices of the Peace, 
do ſtraitly charge and command all manner 
of Perſons to keep ſilence, for now they 
will proceed to the Pleas of the Crown, 
and to the Arraignment and Trial of the 
Priſoners, and all Perſons that are bound 
by Recognizance to give Evidence againſt 
any of the Priſoners that ſhall be at the 
Bar, draw near, and give your Evidence, 
upon pain of forfeiting your Recognizan- 
Ces, 


Note, that if any Grand Felons be com- 
mitted to the Goal to be delivered at the 
Quarter-Selhons to be held for the County 
of H. then the Court ſhall proceed to the 
Tryalof them, after the ſame manner and 
form as before the Juſtices of Oyer and Ter- 
miner, and general Goal-delivery : but all 
Juſtices of Peace ought to be careful, to 
commit all ſuch Priſoners to be delivered 
at the general Goal-delivery, and to bind 
over the Proſecutors and Witneſles, to ap- 
pear there, and prefer their Bills of Indict- 
ment againſt them ; for that this is the pro- 
per work and buſineſs of his Majeity's Juſti- 
cesof Afſize and general Goal dclivery ; 
therefore this Court doth more uſually be- 
gin yvith petty Larcenies.

ſentments, delivered into Court, and make 
them into Bills of Indictments in form of 
Law, and ſent both it and the Indictments 
to the Grand Inqueſt, that they may return 
the ſame Bills together with their preſent- 
ments of other Greivances ; and having ſo 
done, they be uſually diſcharged, unleſs ex- 
traordinary ſervice prevent the ſame.
